The amendment filed July 17, 2009 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because of the following: 

a. The proposed amendment requires further consideration and/or search (e.g. the 
new limitation "with the structure of FR 1 -CDR 1 -FR2-CDR2-FR3 -CDR3 -FR4" of claim 9). 

b. The proposed amendment may necessitate the modification of outstanding 
rejection(s) to address the new limitation. 

c. The proposed amendment may necessitate the raising of new prior art rejections. 

d. The proposed amendment may necessitate the raising of new 1 12 issues. 

e. There is no convincing evidence under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16(b) why the proposed 
amendment was not earlier presented. 

f. Applicants arguments of the prior art of record are moot since the arguments are 
based on the proposed amendments that have not been entered. 

g. For all the reasons above, the amendment does not place the application in better 
condition for allowance and/or appeal. 

h. Regarding the IDS, copies of two NPLs were not provided. In addition, it appears 
that several references were supplied but not listed on the IDS. 7
